In every instance where reconsideration is requested in view of an interview with an examiner, a complete written statement of the reasons presented at the interview as 
warranting favorable action must be filed by the applicant. An interview does not remove the necessity for reply to Office action as specified in §§ 1.1 11, 1.135. (35 U.S.C. 132)

Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Attorney for the applicants discussed Figure 10 of the application in 
order to illustrate and explain the data transfer control device disclosed in claim 1. The Specification of the application 
was cited (Page 24, line 7 to Page 27, line 6) as support for the arguments corresponding to claim 1 . Specifically, 
attorney discussed the functionality of the "identification information" or"BT", as presented in the Drawings, and 
pointed that this limitation is not found in Lawande et al. Regarding claim 10, representative for the applicants 
discussed the step of "storing status information" in light of Figures 17 and 18. In support of the arguments, attorney 
pointed to pages 34-35 of the Specification. The data transfer control device as disclosed in claim 4 was discussed in 
view of Figures 12 and 13A, which illustrate a "reduction in the processing load", according to the arguments. 
Regarding claims 18-23, attorney agreed to revise the use of the term "electronic equipment" in order to avoid potential 
rejections or objections in the future. According to the attorney, this Interview will be followed by an Amendment to the 
claims and written arguments. Examiner will perform additional search for the case, in view of the new submission and 
will consider all the arguments presented by the attorney in this case.. 
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
